The 
argument which the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment recites in its communication 
of May 0, in which exception was taken 
to all tiie doctrine set forth in tile lire- 
ceding correspondence is cited in the said 
note as tile only argument of the Vene- 
zuelan government against diplomatic 
Interference in matters of a certain na- 
ture. In this note, as in the memo of 
March. 1901, this argument is based 
upon the highest principles of interna- 
tional law. 

••T!h- Venezuelan government per- 
ceived with the utmost surprise that 
you attribute to it a desire to consider 
this (Mjiiit only in the light of interior 
legislation by citing from our note of 
-May 0, oi ths year. The 20th article of 
the treaty of amity, on commerce and 
navigation between the German govern- 
ment nnd the republic of Colombia, of 
the t h of July. 1892. Our only de- 
sire was to add ; ther proof to those 

already brought forward with regard to 
the assent of the imperial government 
i" this same doctrine at- maintained by 
Venezuela. Certain eases are now citeil 
lis precedents to cuter into diplomatic 
relations to effect a settlement. These 
cases explain themselves. The payment 
of certain credits relating to remote I 
epochs w ere adjusted with France and j 
I the doctrine maintained by Venezuela 
j was then respected. In the convention I 
coneluclid with Spain in 1S9S, there ap- 
pears circumstances : 1-ogous to these 

which determine what you yourself call 
the 'agreement of the lith of I'YIbruarr, 
1S9(5, between the Gorman minister at 
Caracas and the Venezuelan minister of 
finance.' The said agreement referred 
to claims which previously bad been 
classified by the proper junta, and in 
this agreement the validity of the ex- 
ecutive decree which provided regula- 
tions fftr the exn.minut ion and payment 
of s.i'nl claims is recognized, and said 
claims were satslie.l in accordance with 
the law on the subject. 

"Your observation with regard to the 
strict limit a t ion of time in which the 
proceedings are to tie brought before 
the junta are entirely wanting in force, 
'•Regarding the morality of the 
judges, it is nor possible to admit the 
partiality attributed to them by the im- 
perial legation. 

'"The Venezuelan governmenf is un- 
able to discover in its correspondence a 
single sentence offensive in tone. The 
desire of this govertliment, notwith- 
standing the fact that throughout this 
correspondence, it lias noted the expres- 
sion of opinions little friendly to this 
republic, is to ascertain which sentences 
contain the slightest offence to the im- 
perial government in order to explain 
the same with the utmost courtesy. 

"I now have to express the opinion 
and attitude of the Venezuelan govern- 
ment wiih regard to your final deduc- 
tions ami concerning the motives whici 
led you to present the.m in the name of 
the government of ih" German empire. 
It has been decided that, since the pro- 
per junta i- already Installed, procedure 
cannot be dilatory nor differ from the 
form prescribed by international law. 
Regarding the other points, it is neces- 
sary to call your attention to the ab- 
normal circumstances which have par- 
alyzed any course of action relating to 
these matters. The Venezuelan govern- 
ment is now considering the nnpoint- 
iinenl of a fiscal agent. 

"The imperial government desires that 
the government of Venezuela immediate- 
ly satisfy the claims of German sub- 
jects, arising from the civil war. and 
'that the other matters in which the in- 
terests of Genmnn subjects are involved 
be arbitiated. Ill order that this be 
done, it becomes necessary that tile de- 
claration be made of the claims under 
consideration, and if they are just, tin' 
federal executive, as the representa- 
tives of ail honorable and cultured gov- 
ernment, hasten to give assurances that 
as such these claims will In? examined. 
Treatment with the interested pnrti"S 
will facilitate, hasten or end in the sat- 
isfaction of said obligations. The Ven- 
ezuelan government only awaits Mich 
time when the work of pacification "i 
■which it is engaged, shall permit it to 
issue an order re-establishing public 
credit. The claims arising out of the 
present war. which still devastates the 
republic, will be treated with all justice 
under the laws to lie passed to cover 
the requiremcists. Upon the special 
command of my government I refrain 
from replying to that part of your 
name -which relates to joint action on 
the part of Germany and the United 
Kingdom. A power like Venezuela, 
which is in need of no stimulus to 
protfip! it to fulfil its legal obligations 
to its utmost ability, can never expect 
in its intercourse with other cultured 
nations any cttmrsc of action which shall 
not conform to the principles of mu- 
tual respect and the rules of reciprocal 
cordiality. (Sd.) 11. Lopez Baralt." 

London, Dec. 19.— Great Britain has 
sent a reply to the United States in 
regard to the suggestion Unit the Vene- 
zuelan question should Ibe submitted, to 
arbitration. The tenor of the reply, it

1'ibntlt isoine arranireinent for a satisfac-

Any such action on the part of President 
Castro would be considered wholly be 
side the mark. The powers concerned 
will deal solely with the United .States 
in the matter of arbitration. The Gov 
eminent of President Castro will not be 
consulted in any form, not even as 
the terms on which arbitration might be 
acceptable to the powers. 

"Pho forms and conditions to lie ob 
served in any settlement: by arbitra- 
tion are still the .subject of an exten- 
sive exchange of views between the 
powers and the United States prior to 
the embodiment of the (several replies in 
one harmonious instrument. Until this 
is elaborated no definite arrangement is 
possible."

Among the water colors shown 
are some fine view s of Lake ILouise, up 1 
the Bow river, the deep green wate > 
of the little lake up in the moutlta.K 
and the ice-clad mountains at whose tfcet 
it nestles, are well done. The s„'tui"s 
of the color, with which the nui.jest c 
grandeur of the mountain*, the ice-fields 
of the big glaciers of the Uleeillewn 't 
and Askuluug glaciers, the windy ri .- 
prs of 'the mountain country, or the s a 
scapes with the surf Iheat.ng in on tie 
shingles, is noteworthy.

There are some excellent specimens of 
low tone work shown in pictures that 
have .been done in the fields, and on the 
seashore ill the vicinity of \ ictoria. >•« 
these pieces the artist bus shown h s 
matured manner of low-toned work, fell 
of artistic beauty. The urnss in the 
foreground of some of the plpces is 
shown in a clover 'manner, bennUftiMy 
blended ibetween the russet and grey, 
when the summer sun 1ms begun to burn 
it up, and driven out the green shades 
of ithe earlier summer.

In the specimens of slid life are some 
good pictures of .blue grouse, cock phea- 
sant, and a wolf's head, all of which are 
done in water colors, and some canvas 
back duck- and mallards which are done 
in oils. The wolf's head is a line speei- 
lui n showing up almost as large as the 
monster Russian wolves. Ii was done 
from the head of a wolf shot at Cal- 
gary.

THE SEWER HY-L-AYY. 

The Sewer Bylaw has ibeen carried, 
and hi th" lijrht Of thai wholes.. mi- and 
(blessed fact we can calmly con template 
the narrowness of the majority by which 
it has .I'eon carried. I in t the strength 
of rthe opposition to the bylaw us sur- 
qirisii'C to us, and also the silent bill 
deadly purpose which characterized lhal 
opfHisitiou. The Colonist newspaper has 
ibeeu uutspokon in defence of. tin' by- 
law. There has be n no room for doubt 
as to the editorial policy of the paper, 
On other subjects when opinion < are 
expressed n tl.e paper with which our 
friends, some of them, disagree, we are 
usually bun linrded w itli letters, It is 
right thai it should he so. Then' are 
always two >i. ii-s to every intention. Bui 
over this matter of the Sewerage 'Bylaw 
wo have not received a single communi- 
cation against the bylaw, exci.pt one 
'which was held over yesterday morning 
for reasons which require no explana- 
tion. Where a letter is sent in by a 
private individual there should always 
(be time for some other individual to re- 
ply to it. before the question is decided. 
In spite of this singular and unusual 
apathy among it<s opponents, in the 
face of an active campaign inude 
by I he newspaper itself in favor 
of the ibylnw, we confess to being 
puzzled at the ibig vote against it. J >oes 
it mean that there are a certain number 
of ratepayers in the city who can be 
relied upon to vote ugiitist anything and 
everything no mailer what it is, and 
without the formality of giving any 
reason for their vote. If s o, that nn'ims 
a <lead weight which every proposal for 
progress and improvement has to carry. 
VHowevcr we hope that such i- not the 
cusp, and that many ratepayers were 
led into voting ajrninst the by-law 
through a misapprehension of it~ inii n! 
and purpose. Whin the Ibouolioiul effect.. 
of n.i extension of the sewerage system 
licgin to show, they will be glad that 
'their votes were overruled, as wo douhl 
not thoy have 'he interests of t| M . city 
ctt heart as much as anyone. Wry great 
<-rc !it :< due I i Alderman Barnard for 
itlie spir t in which he took hold of this 
question of sewerage, and the energy 
with which he has carried it tlirongh. 
fllis has 0) en the sort of work that tells 
in the adininist ration of a city, not 
showy, hut solid and 'businesslike. Too 
ninny municipal, politicians are so care- 
ful of their political futures as lo be 
afraid to grasp firmly any question in 
the present unless they see some chance 
of honor and glory. There is not much 
honor and glory to (bo «ot out ofi sew- 
ers, and the precise way in -which the 
problem was to be solved bristled with 
(liiik'tilties. These hnve Ibeen surmount- 
ed very largely through the tact and per- 
sistency of Alderman Barnard. We 
hojie that the voters of the South Ward 
will recognize this, and that, whoever 
•else may or may not :be elected to muni- 
cipal ollice, they will return Alderman 
Karnnrd to the council Iby a very large 
majority. 



VENEZUELA. 

The Veiizuolan question looks rather 
less dangerous, but decidedly more com- 
plicated than 'before. The difficulty made 
Civ Great Britain seems to raise the not 
unimportant question of the advantage 
of arbitrating a difference -with a coun- 
try like Venezuela, when in all proba- 
bility it would require a war to enforce 
the award. The United States is now 
cogitating over this decidedly awkward 
problem, which its interpretation of the 
.Monroe doctrine does -not somehow seem 
to lit. Great Britain's) way out of the 
difficulty is for the United States to 
assume the position of guarantor that 
Venezuela will fulfil its obligations under 
the award. This would eventually make 
of the United States a cntspaw for the 
iBritish chestnuts, and the Halted States 
positively declines to occupy any such 
position. Relentlessly logical, however, 
(treat Britain argues that if a European 
power must arbitrate every difference of 
opinion with a South American state by 
virtue i.f the Monroe Doctrine, then the 
promulgator of that doctrine must give 
riome guarantee that the award will no 
paid, otherwise arbitrations might go 
on till doomsday without result. Great 
Britain iblandly points' out that this is 
a corollary of the Monroe Doctrine. 
.Most, arbitrations are protected Iby a 
justified war if the award is broken. 
Monroe Doctrine arbitrations arc not so 
protected, well, they must he protected 
iby something else, the guarantee of the 
IMonroe doctors. Thai is what Gnat 
Kritain has to say about the IMonroe 
Doctrine, what the I'nitcd States has 
to say about the Monro,. Doctrine just 
now in not lit for publication. The 
I'nited Stai' s may remember the Maine, 
hut Great Britain reinenabers the Mes- 
sage. If neither the temper nor the 
memory of Great Britain is . o short 
as those of [he I'lUted States, thai is a 
constitutional difference. Th" I'nited 
States is now having the Monroe Doc- 
t rine expoun led to it in all its moods 
and tenses by Great Britain, who issu- 
ing to the I'nited State-: "Unless ymt 

a re prepa fed I . la ke \ our s! and U| 

the Monroe Doctrine, yon really must 
excuse me but 1 must prote, t m.v self in 

South America. ! rely ui the Monroe 

Doctrine, I appeal to the Monroe. Doc- 
trine, if you repudiate and discard thai 
doctrine that is your affair." That is 
the worst of shouting so loud as Grover 
Cleveland did. It makes the echo quite 
distinct and unmistakable.

V Washington despatch says- Secre- 
tary Shaw will probably accede to the 
diTinaimla of the Alaska salmon cannery- 
til«n s,> far as to recommend that the 
Federal Government assist in maintain- 
ing h.aielieries in Alaskan waters for 
replenishing the streams with salmon 
fry. lie acknowledges that the burden 
of maintaining hatcher Vs is in some 
cases, a serious one for the individual 
canneries. In a letter to Senator Fos- 
ter on tin- subject, .Mr. Shaw says: 

"The enormous development of the sal- 
mon packinig industry of AhiNka in re- 
cent years seriously threatens the per- 
pel mi i <>. i he salmon, and ii won I I 
seem that the interests most vitally con- 
eerncd should bear the burden of its 
preservation. With this end in view 
there were promulgated two years ago, 
i en ula 1 u -i i.s |or the establishment of pri- 
vate haieherrs which trill 1 berate this 
year about 120,000,000 salmon fry. 

"1,1 is true that, conditions in some 
ioealilie- make it impos-sthle lo establish 
and maintain hatcheries, and for this 
reason I see no objection to eo-oporaition 
on the part of the Government ,by the 
i.stn,hl ; shnieiit of Government Ihi'tchores 
to supplement and encourage private en- 
terprise under the regulations, but I do 
not .think the Government should as- 
s e I he entire burden." 

The local interest in the above des- 
patch rests in the fact that ui lie-tenths 
of the salmon canneries mentioned arc 
situated in the 'disputed territory, and 
are luitunlly in Canada. The necessity 
of replenislhing the rivers with salmon 
fry shows, beyond a doubt, the injury 
which Canada is sustaining through the 
apathy of the Imperial Government in 
delaying the settlement of the Alaska 
(boundary.

BBABSTttEETT'S REVIEW. 

Toronto, Dec.' 11). — Cold wekfiher has 
stimulated the demand for winter goods 
at Montreal and has also helped trade In 
other directions. There has been an active 
demand for holiday goods In the past week 
and the sales of provisions generally have 
been large, as Is usual when the tempera- 
ture drops, \vliilo travelers have been 
sending la fair orders for spring goods up 
to tills week. The attention of retailers Is 
now largely occupied with the Christmas 
trade, and much Improvement In goods for 
the ensuing season Is not looked for till 
Jfter the turn of the year. The past year's 
business In the wholesale trade has been 
exceedingly satisfactory. There lias been 
a good Increase In many departments, 
losses havo been coinjianvtively llg-ht owing 
to the smaller number of failures and pay- 
ments have continued good. A feature of 
trade has been the steady markets for 
manufactured goods, which was brought 
about by the Increased demand for staple 
goods, tile scarcity of skilled labor and the 
limited capacity of factories aud mills. 
Money Is in good demand. 

Wholesale trade at Toronto has been gen- 
erally active this week. The wholesale 
trade are busy receiving and shipping 
spring goods. The tlrm tone of the market 
for cotton mid woolens have led to large 
purchases by country retailers, and big 
shipments have been made this week. The 
holiday trade has been generally a little 
better than It was last year, aUhough not 
as good as was expected a fow weeks ago. 
This is partly due to the heavy losses by 
local speculations in New York stocks. 
Spring orders have been numerous and 
large. Country payments have been fair, 
and there Is no anxiety about the ability 
of retailers generally to meet their ob- 
gatioas. Money Is tlrm. 

At Quebec wholesalers in some instances 
are busy stock-taking, but ns a rale, busi- 
ness Is active and there is a big demand for 
seasonable goods. The holiday trade Is in 
■full swing and sales are reported very fair. 
In the city retailers are making a good 
display, shoe manufacturers are busy and 
a number report orders ahead uutll April 
next. The outlook is encouraging, ami 
there have been nu failures In the district 
to speak of during the week.

Assembly hull was a perfect Maze of 
electric lights lust night, nearly u thou- 
sand separate lamps having been used 
in the illumination and decoration of 
the building on the occasion of the an- 
nual dance of the Fifth Regiment. On 
previous occasions very elaborate effects 
had boon wrought in Assembly bull by 
different decorating committees having 
that particular work in band, but to 
those whose duty it was to prepare the 
ball last night, must be awarded the 
palm, for the results of their labor in 
so far as originality and effectiveness is 
concerned, was far mid away ahead of 
anything in that line over seen in this 
city. And in spite of the inlinite var- 
iety and dazzling effect produced, there 
was no crowding or confusion in the 
decoration — they were carried out in a 
carefully prepared plan, and each in- 
dividual group, so t'i speak, was a co- 
herent part of the greater whole. To 
attempt to describe the dec-orations in 
detail would be tedious and would con- 
voy but a faint idea of the beauty or 
the whole. 

On entering the building a noteworthy 
innovation was lo lie observed in the 
way iii which the vestibule had been 
■treated, not only in decorations, but al- 
so in arrangements, Ii had been par- 
titioned off into corridors at either side, 
one leading to the ladies' dressing room 
and the other to the gentlemen's. A 
partition joined the doorward ends of 
the ■wails of these corridors, and left in 
the centre of the vestibule a large open 
space, which had been treated as a 
gigantic marquee, the root' of which 
■was formed of wide streamers of red, 
white and blue bunting. Around the 
sides of this improvised and most gor- 
geous marquee were arranged seats and 
easy chairs. The entrance to the "tent" 
was by doorways on cither side, one 
for the gentlemen and one for the la- 
dies. By this arrangement the guests 
entered the ball room through this mar- 
Uuee — the end towards the ball room 
having been left open— and prevented 
the oft-noticed, thoughtless practice of 
lhe male sex, who will stand in the 
door of their dressing room (and some- 
times in the vestibule itself), enjoying a 
• liiiet smoke, to the discomfort of the 
Indies as they 4>ass to and fro. A neat 
conceit was it small Christmas tree, 
having the dance programmes suspend- 
ed from its branches. 

The same arrangement as to the 
screens lit cither end of the ball room 
were carried out as at the .1. ii. A. A. 
dunce. That across the open cud of 
the entrance marquee had a largo crown 
lucked out in electric lights suspended 
on the wall above it; in this crown alone 
IT.") lights were used. At the opposi'c 
end of the hall a similar ornamentation 
in the shape of a large shield having' in 
its centre a huge "5th" in blue, was 
suspended. The lights used in the 
shield were blue, and white. On either 
side of this brilliant shield were Urge 
oil paintings of Their Majesties the 
King and Queen each with appropriate 
decoration. Under the shield was a 
handsome enlargment of the crest of tV' 
regiment. At either of the centre pil- 
lars at the sides of the ball room were 
large Maltese Crosses formed of color- 
ed electric lights, /while on the other 
pillars were displayed the royal crown. 
Along the top of tiie side walls all the 
way around the ball room was festoon- 
ed a continuous drapery of red, -white 
and blue bunting, while Hags, ever- 
greens and ipottod plants and ferns were 
used with marked judgment and can; in 
completing the details of the scheme of 
decoration 

A particularly happy thought, and one 
which attracted general attention and 
admiration, were the -pretty panels at 
various points around the room, contain 
dug the names of all the commanding 
oIHcers of the local volunteers since 
confederation, including the D. O. O.'s.

These tide tables are issued by the 
tidal survey, 111 tbe Department of 
.Marine ami Fisheries of the Dominion 
of Canada. They are based upon direct 
observation ,,f tiie tides, obtained from 
self-regii-terillg tide gauges erected at 
the above places by the Department of 
.Public \V..rk-; the gauges being kept in 
continuous operation day ami n-igllt 
throughout the year. The record thus 
secured is tabulated in hourly ordinate*, 
or ihe height of the tide at every hour 
throughout the year. It is then reduced 
bv the latest methods of analysis, by 
wlib-li 1I1,. tidal count nuts are arrived at; 
and from these the tide tables are enl- 
culntcd in the .Nautical Almanac office, 
I don. 

The tide table Tor Victoria are based 

up. .11 tidal r ml during tw mplete 

veins fi April 1. IMCi to April 30, 

1NI17. These tides are characterized by 
the same complications which they show 
on the Pacific Coast of North America 
generally. The high and low waters of 
the same day are often very unequal; 
and al times there is only one high 
w.-ite.- and one low water in the day. 
the other two being practically effaced 
and i-. pr.seiited merely by a long stand. 
As this inequality follows the declina- 
tion ..f 'he moon, it w ill affect the spring 
tides ni one season, and will gradually 
fall back -> as lo affect the neap tides 
at another season of the year.
